LAWS OF 2 STATES A BAR? 


W. E. Chandler and Hannis 
Taylor Quote New Hamp- 
shire and Massachu- 
setts Statutes. 


Concord, N. H., Jan. Ia the gift of $2,- 
000,000 to the Mother” church of Christ, 
Scientist, devised in the will of Mrs. Mary 
G. Baker Eddy, may be null and void, and 
the estate may go to her sons. 

The residuary clause in the will, leaving 
the $2,000,000 to the “Mother” church, is 
not legal, in the opinion of Ex-United States 
Senator William N Chandler, Hannis 
Taylor, the professor of constitutional law 
at George Washington university; and others. 
Their opinion was given out for publication 
here tonight. 

A statute of New Hampshire prohibiting 
a bequest to a church of over $5,000 an- 
nually is the basis of the opinion written 
by Prof. Taylor. Referring to the residuary 
clause as null and void” the opinion 
says: 

“As to the void gift the testatrix died 
intestate and its subject matter passed on 
her death to her next of kin, under the 
New Hampshire statute of distribution.” 


Probate Will; Then Fight It. 

In the closing paragraph the opinion ad- 
vises the attorneys for the next of kin that 
such agreements as*they made with Mrs. 
Eddy and her trustees in her lifetime bind 
them only to recognise as valid such pro- 
visions of her last will as are legally valid.” 

“To that extent,” continues the opinion, 
“ you are required to join with the executors 
in requesting the Probate court of New 
Hampshire to admit the will to probate, in 
order that all its provisions may prevail 
so far as they are not forbidden by law. 

After you have so performed every part 
of the agreement you have entered into, it 
will remain for the courts, federal or state, 
to construe the will in order to determine 
whether the residuary clausé is valid or 
void,”’ 


Why Chandler Signed Agreement. 

Mr. Chandler, in his letter to Prof. Taylor, 
reviews the facts regarding Mrs. Eddy's wil! 
and estate and the “next friend’s”' suit 
which resulted in Mra, Eddy placing a large 
sum of money in trust for her son, George 
W. Glover of Lead, S. D., and his children. 
He then adds; 

“Mr. Streeter (Gen. Frank 8. Streeter of 
Concord] drew the agreement for my sig- 
nature. When signing I took it for granted 
that Mrs. Eddy would not in giving away 
her property undertake to violate public law. 
If I had thought she had already done so, by 
attempting to create a church with an endow- 
ment of $2,000,000, I should not have signed. 

Late today a petition was filed in court here 
by Mr. Chandler and other attorneys, ask- 
ing for a construction of the will.

New Hampshire Law a Bar? 
In the opinion by Prof. Taylor the New 
| Hampshire statute is quoted as follows: 

The income of any grant or donation 
made for the use of the church shall not 
exceed $5,000 a year, exclusive of the in- 
come of any parsonage land granted to or 
for the use of the ministry.” 

Continuing, the opinion says, in part: 

It is dificult to understand how any one 
could have imagined, in the presence of the 
positive prohibition of such statutes, that a 
testatrix domiciled in New Hampshire and 
governed by its laws could give by will to 
a single church in Massachusetts governed 
by its laws, a single bequest of nearly. 82.000. 
000+a sum nearly twenty times as great as 
that permitted as a gift toany one church by 
the laws of New Hampshire. As that state 
was the domicile of the testatrix, its law 
determines in the firet instance her capacity 
te give by will to a particular purpose, 


Massachusetts Also Forbids? 

Moreover, if the bequest was not void for 
lack of power in the testatrix to make it, 
still it would be void by reason of the lack of 
power on the part of the legatee, a Massa- 
chusetts corporation, to take it. The Massa- 
chusetts statute is much more severe than 
that of New Hampshire. It expressly pro- 
vides that ‘the income of the gifts, grants, 
bequests, and devices made to or for the use 
of any one church shall not exceed $2,000 a 
year, exclusive of the income of any parson- 
age land granted to or for the use of the min- 
istry.’ 

I it be true that the testatrix has defied 
the law of New Hampshire by attempting to 
give to a single church the income on a vast 
sum of money to be used for all time by it 
as ‘residuary legatee for the purpose of more 
effectually promoting and extending the re- 
ligion of Christian Science as taught by me, 
what is the legal consequences of sufh a vio- 


lation of positive law? 0 


Law Aimed at Such Gifts. 

“There is no ambiguity; the gift is to a 
single church for a single purpose. That 
church is to maintain for all time a propa- 
ganda of a new and pecullar form of religious 
belief. There is no pretense that this endow- 
ment is for any charitable, or artistic, or edu- 
cational purpose. 

“It was just such perpetual endowment in 


gation of any form or religious belief that the 
statutes of New Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts designed to make impossible, 

“The legal result inevitably is that the 
residuary clause of the will is null and void. 

“ There will be no claim made that the heirs 
at law of the testatrix ever saw her will, or 
a copy of it, prior to her death, or was even 
informed as to its contents If they had been 
so informed an heir at law cannot authorize 
his ancestor by any form of contract to make 
such a will] as the law of the domicile forbids.’

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DANGERS ATTEND | 
BURNINGOF PLANT 


Falling Walls Imperil Crowd 
at Northwestern Terra 
Cotta Works Fire. 


LOW WATER A HANDICAP. 


Tens of thousands of people jammed the 
streets, overwhelmed the police, and risked 
live wires, falling walle, and explosions last 
night to witness one of the largest fires in the 
history of the north side, the burning of most 
of the plant of the Northwestern Terra Cotte 
company. 

Almost every engine and truck company 
between North Kedzie avenue and the lake 
was at the fire, which was the first big blaze 
fought by Chief Seyferlich since his elevation 
to the command of the department. 

In spite of lack of water, absence of fire 
walls, and a series of explosions which scat- 
tered the flames through the dry old struc- 
ture, a large part of the plant was saved. 
The loss was estimated by officiale of the 
company at $150,000, all covered by imsur- 
ance. No one was injured, and the most seri- 
ous consequence will be the throwing out of 
work of about 850 men. 


Plant Covers Twenty Acres. 

The plant occupies some twenty acres in 
the vicinity of Wrightwood and Clybourn 
avenues, and is bisected by the Evanston 
line of the Northwestern railroad. The fire 
broke out in the “ preseing room in an old 
four story brick structure occupying an ir- 
regularly shaped block bounded by the ra- 
road and Clybourn avenue on the west, 
Wrightwood avenue on the north, and Terra 
Cotta place on the east and south. 

Herman Rohr, a night watchman, discov- 
ered the flre in the elevator shafts at 8:45, but 
turned in a still over the phone instead of 
pulling a box. When Battalion Chdef Frank 
Conway and engine company 33 arrived five 
minutes later the elevator shafts and an ex- 
plosion had converted the place into a fur- 
nace, and Conway at once sent in e 4-11 
alarm. 

Fifteen minutes later the south wal) fell 
and the battalion chief and company 88 nar- 
rowly eecaped destruction. A special call for 
ten more engines had hardly been sent in 
wnen Chief Seyferlich arrived, and after a 
glance at the situation ordered another ten 


engines 


Difficulty in Getting Water, 

Difficulty in getting water was at once ex- 
perienced, due to the small size of the maine 
in the vicinity, and engine companies 33, 5, 
40, and 25 were forced to abandon their hose 
because of lack of water. A call was at once 
gent for fireboats and the Joseph Medil, II- 
nois, and Chicago reeponded. To reach the 
fire, however, the hose from them had to be 
extended two blocks, and asa result the pres- 
sure at the nozzles was small. 

Engines were then sent to the Deering 
Harvester works at Fullerton and Clybourn 
avenues and from the maine there con A er- 
able water was obtained. 

Great difficulty was experienced in hand- 
ling the crowds. Traffic was suspended on 
the railroad and thousands watched the fire 
from the embankment. Other thousands 
swarmed down the many evenues of ap- 
proach from the densely populated portions 
of the city adjoining the plant, and gave the 
police much trouble. Assistant Chief Schuet- 
tler was in personal charge, having rushed to 
the scene from a meeting of the finance com- 
mitte of the city counell. 


Wall Falls; Luck Saves People. 
When, at about 10 o’clook, the west wall of

| down the trolley wires, it was only by the 


greatest good luck that no one was injured. 
| Phe police rapidly, and 

no ont was touched. by the writhing live 
wires. 

Although it seemed impossible to save any 
of the plant when the firemen first arrived it 
was confined to one bullding, 300 by 75 feet 
in area, and no adjoining structures were 
injured. 

This was done, too, without risking the lives 
of the firemen. In grim readiness for a 
repetition of the stock yards tragedy the am- 
bulance from the Sheffield avenue station, 
with physicians and stretchers, waited near 
by, but Chief Seyferlich had noted the tot- 
tering. walls and kept his mem back so that 
as they fell, one after another, no one was 
hurt. 


Official Praises Firemen. 

Fritz Wagner, vice president and treasurer 
ot the terra cotta company, was at a banquet 
of the Builders’ club at the La Salle hotel 
when he heard of the fire. He jumped into an 
auto without waiting to get hia overcoat from 
the check room, and hurried to the blase. He 
at once busied himself seeing that the fire- 
men were supplied with refreshments, in- 
cluding cigars, and praised their work highly. , 

"The work of the firemen has been won- 
derful,” he said shortly before midnight, 
when the fire had been gotten under con- 
trol. “They have done remarkably well, 
considering the lack of water.“ 

He said the loss of $150,000 wag practically 
all covered by insurance The parts 
destroyed, he gaid, were the pressing, finish- 

ing, fitting, molding, and drafting deparst- 
ments. He said that the plant employs from 
1,000 to 1,500 men, of Whom about 0 will be 
thrown out of work. The company is capi- 
talized at $000,000, He said that nothing ex- 
plostve was stored in the building. and said 
that the explosions which had occurred 
must have been due to gas from broken 
mains. His som and assistant, C. Wagner. 
was also on the ground, Both insisted that 
the rumor that the fire had started from 
a cigaret butt thrown into the elevator shaft 


. was unfounded. 


Chief Tells of Troubles, 

Chief Seyferlich called attention to the 
gravity of the water situation. © 

“We did not have anything Ane enough 
water,“ he said, and we did not have one- 
fifth enough pressure. The delay caused by 
the failure of the watchman to turn ma direct 
alarm also handicapped us, as it gave the 
fire quite a start. The building, beside being 
old and dry. had no fire walis—e serious de- 


fect.”’

The bridegroom is an ex-policeman, for- 
merly an honor man ot the force, and one 
of the four original members of the traffic 
squad.

speed way.

Physicians Aceused of Neglecting} 


to Make Required Visits 
to Patients. 


Half a dozen angry county commission- 
ers descended upon the County hospital yes- 


attempt to block the investigation by the 
civil service commission, Which was about 
to resume its quesiioning of witnesses re- 
garding the management of the institution. 
The county commissioners charged John P. 
McGoort,. Ballard Dunn, and John Fichter, 
the three members of the merit board, with 
disrupting the discipline of the hospital and 
advertising the delinquencies of the institu- 


tion in order to gain a little glory for them- | . 


selves. 

Tou have gone ‘way beyond the authority 
vested in you as members of the civil service 
board,” said’ Joseph Carolan, one of the 
county commissioners. — 

“You have turned the County hospital 
topsy-turvy and made it impossible to main- 
tain discipline and bring about the changes 
desired,” said William C. Hartray, a member 
of the hospital committee of the county 
board. 

„Looks to me as if you were getting a lit- 
tle too much cheap notoriety,”’ said Dr. 
George Sultan, e g of the hospital com- 
mittee. 

County 3 Joseph M. Pitz- 
gerald, Charles Glennon, and Joseph Mendel 
looked on approvingly, but said nothing. 

“Umph!” said Commissioner Lawrence 
J. Coffey. Guess it’s all right.” 

Action Defended by McGoorty. 

When the storm had subsided somewhat 
Mr. McGoorty started to defend the position 
of the civil service commission. 

“This investigation has disclosed a ict of 
things thet it ie our business to know,” said 
he. 
„ Politics, politics, too much politics,” re- 
marked Mr. Hartray. 

“If you call this investigation politics, it’s 
mighty good politics, said Mr. McGoorty. 

„Woll, whet we object to,“ said Mr. Caro- 
lan, “is the manner in which you are con- 
ducting this investigation. You are advertis- 
ing to the public the shortcomings of the 
county hospital in such a manner as to imply 
that the old board knew nothing ebout it. The 
fact ia the same faults you have brought 
to the Mg@ht were used by the old county 
board as arguments to obtain the $3,000,000 
appropriation for a new hospftal.”’ 

Somewhat mollified, and after recefving the 
assurance of the three civil service commis- 
sioners thet politics would not be allowed to 
enter into the inquiry, Commissioners Har- 
tray and Carolan, both Republican mem- 
bers of the county board, éntered into the 


tions themselves. Commissioner Sultan al- 
ready hed been won over. Mr. Glennon and 
Mr. Coffey both left the room, Glennon re- 
marking that the whole thing made him tired. 

Dr. Colwell, the assistant warden, testified 
that there are twelve patients at the county 
hospital to one nurse, whereas in fret clese 
inetitutiong the rule is from four to five 
patients to each nurse. 

Policeman with a Pull.“ 

At this juncture, Commissioner Hartray, 
evidently remembering what he had read in 
the morning newspapers about favoritiem 
shown patients at the hospital who had a 
political “ pull,” remarked: 

“I never heard of any patient receiving det- 
ter treatment than the rest because of po- 
tical pull—have you?’ turning to Commis- 
sioner Carolan. 

“Only once,” said his colleague. That 
was in the case of a policeman.” 

Futher questioning of Dr. Colwell brought 
out the information that the hospital is with- 
out a checking system for the nurses, and has 
to depend upon a daily report made by Miss 
Helen Hay, who representsthe Lilinols Train- 
ing School for Nurses. 

Dr. Colwell admitted he had little or no con- 
trol of the attending staff. Their visits, he 
said, supposed to be three times a week ac- 
cording to the rules of the hospital, were 
irregular and unsatisfactory. 

Says Physicians Neglect Duty, 

Some of the physicians, he said, would not 
visit the hospital for a week ata time. The 
hospital records when examined showed that 
Dr. Charlies A. Eliott, Dr. Lawrence L. 
Goodkind, and Dr. Winfield Harpole were 
not at the hospital once during last Decem- 


times. 

It was disclosed through witnesses that 

there has never been a fire drili at the inatitu- 
tion and that the elevators are unsafe and 
Hable to stick between floors. 
Warden Charles L. Bailey at once started 
about organizing a volunteer fire depart- 
ment in the hespital and repairing the broken 
hose and damaged fire fighting apparatus.

These plans are based upon an alleged 
policy of retrenchment, but. will result in 
Uttle, if any, saving while opportunities 
for political appoinment will be increased, 
and the efficiency of the medical staff will 
be materially impaired. 

Physicians point out that insane asylums 
have come to be officially designated as 
„hospitals for the insane and they say 
the new policy at Dunning will tend to take 
it out of the class of institutions entitled 
to thie appellation and to make it a mere 
prison for the insane. 


Eliminates Head Physician. 

Before he was ousted by Bartzen, Dr. 
Willhite had prepared estimates of the med- 
ical service needed, as follows: One chief 
ot medical staff; eight senior physicians; 
one assistant physician; three internes. 

Dr. Dberlein, now in charge, proposes 
that the medical staff shall consist of: Six 
senior physicians; one senior physician at 


the tuberculosis hospital; and four assistant 


physicians. 

It is alleged the position of chief of the 
medical staff is abolished by the new head 
in order to get rid permanently of Dr. 
Clark, who is under civil service. Phy- 
sicilans say the wisdom of cutting off the

The total number of physicians is out 
down from thirteen to eleven by the Eber- 
lein budget, but the interne system is done 
away with entirely. Doctors say internes 
are the most economical and indispensable 
feature of @ hospital, being trained young 
physicians who work for a nominal sum for 
the purpose of becoming specialists. 


Two Nurses for 2,300 Sick People. 

Similar changes are contemplated in the 
nursing staff. Dr. Wilhite’s estimate is one 
female mperintendent of nurses and five 
trained nurses. 

Dr. Pberlein woud heve two trained 
nurses, one female supervisor, no training 
required; one female assistant supervisor, no 
training required. 

The net result would be the abolition of 
the chief trained nurse and of three other 
trained nurses and the eubstitution of two 
old fashioned untrained supervisors at the 


head of the system. Leaving out of consid- 


eration the leeway thig gives for two polit- 
ical appointments, doctors say this is prob- 
ably the most eerious of the backward etope 
proposed. 

“Tt would be as bad,” said a physician, 
“to take medical attention and nursing 
away from the patients at Dunning as from 
those at Mercy hospital, yet Dr. Pberlein's 
proposed reform would leave 2,800 patients 
with but two trained nurses.

Finance Committee Gives 
Steward 8 Sicilians to Wipe 
Out Italian Terrorism.

WARD IN GRIP OF BAND. 
Chief Gets More Money to Fix 
Stations, but Pay Raise Is 
Not Acted Upon. 


Ald. B. F. Clettenberg, in whose ward, the 
Twenty-second, lies most of Chicago’s Ital- 
lan colony, declared last night that its resi- 
dents, terrorized by threats and acts of which 
the police know nothing, are at the mercy of 
the Black Hand. 

He made this statement to the city council 
committee on finance in urging an appro- 
priation for the waging of war against the 
mysterious operators with detectives of their 
own race. After listening to him the com- 
mittee authorized Chief of Police Steward 
to employ eight Sicilians as the nucleus of a 
corps with which to wipe out the alleged 
society in the city. a 

Clettenberg declared from his own experi- 
ence that several hundred of the more 
wealthy class of Italians in his ward have 
been hounded so severely that many of them 
have been driven from the colony. He in- 
sisted that even a greater number of men 
than that voted to the chief should be em- 
ployed at once. 


Need Twice as Many Sleuths. 

“The situation is serious,“ the chief ex- 
plained, and we must have theee men. 
They alone can get into the confidence of the 
victims and lead us back to the perpetrators. 
A special examination has been held in the 
Sicilian language and I am confident we can 
obtain the right sort of operatives. I wanted 
twice this many men; but I told Controller 
Wilson I could get along with eight.“ 

J don’t think eight is enough, said Ald. 
Clettenberg. I think the chief should be 
given at least ten. We ought to have at least 
five men in our ward alone. The Sicilians are 
by far the worst of the lot, and we must 
have that kind of men to handle the cases. 

„Sometimes as many as twenty and thirty 
letters a week are sent to residents of this 
colony, and they won't tell you or me any~ 
thing about them, They won't tell anybody— 
not one of the present members of the police 
department—about them. Their children are 
stolen and they keep it to themselves be- 

cause they are afraid to tell. The result is 
that the richer residents are moving away. 
Four or five hundred of them have been 
threatened and ebused, and the only thing 
they can do is to move away.” 


Pay Increase Is Avoided. 

Item by item the committee reviewed the 
appropriations of the department, n several 
instances giving Chief Steward increases 
above the amounts allowed him by Control- 
ler Wilson, but the subject of salary raises 
was carefully avoided. Some aldermen were 
willing to let the question come to & vote, 
but others recognized the futility of such a 
step in the face of Controller Wilson's proof 
that the money is not forthcoming. The en- 
tire matter was postponed for consideration 
after the appropriations for all the depart- 


ments have been reviewed. It ts probable ) 


then thet the question will go to the council 
without @ formal vote in committee, The 
predicament was brought about by rumors 
that thirty-five of the sixty-six aldermen 
have been pledged to vote for the “ raises ” 
and that a policemen’s fund of $50,000 was 
raised to bring about the granting of the 
increase. 

Among the chief s victories were an in- 
crease in the number of ambulance surgeons, 
the employment of clerks, teamsters, and 
operators to take the places of batrolmen 
and sergeants now assigned to that work, 
and an increase in the ‘amount allowed for 
repairs to station houses and barns. 


Gets More Money for Repairs. 

Backed by pleas of police surgeons he was 
given six more men of this description, mak- 
ing a total of twenty-two, which wild enable 
him to put two more ambulances into service. 

The subject of bullding repairs was de- 
bated. The chief's estimate owas that he 
needed $40,000, but this figure was cut to 
$16,000 by the controller. 

It's a shame the city win let ite property 
go to pleces beyond repair, declared Ald. 
B. W. Snow, wulle it pays out most of 
ite money in salaries. Some of these Sta- 
tions are a diegrace to the city. They aren't 
fit for policemen to ocoupy.’’ 

We have two of them,” said Secretary 
Mayer, “that the men won't deep in.

Rents Prove a Puzzle. 
The committee was in a quandary when it

Spokane, Wash, Jan. 12.—[Special.}—Fao- 
ing almost dertain starvation and possible 
death by fréezing unless aid reaches them 
soon, fifty passengers from Chicago and 
other eastern points are held prisoners ina 
Great Northern trein that is hemmed in by 
| giant snow drifts in one of the highest passes 
of the Rocky mountains In Montana. 

Imprisoned with the passengers, but unable 
to do much to relieve their plight, are nearly 
twenty train hands and railway, postal 
clerks, the latter being on a mall train which 
is stalled a short distance from the Orego- 
nian Limited,“ as the passenger is known on 
the train schedules. 

Four rotary snow plows have been sent to 
the aid of the stalled trains, two from each 
of the stations nearest Fielding, Mont., to 
the east and west. The trains are near 
Fielding. None of the rotaries has been able 


In fact, one west bound rotary succeeded in 
getting about thirty miles from Havre, Mont., 
on its relief mission. It could go no further, 
and when an attempt was made to return 
it was found that the track also was blocked. 
This rotary still is stuck in the snow. 


No Recent Word from Trains. 

The two trains have been held in the drifts 
since Monday and the last word from either 
was ved on Tuesday, when one of the 
crew of the limited succeeded in reaching a 
telegraph box and establishing a connection 
with Havre. He reported thet their food 
supply was running out, as there was no 
dining car on the train, and that there waa 
only a small quantity of fuel. The mall train 
has not been heard from since Monday and 
the men on board are believed to be in a 


more desperate plight then their fellow pris- 


oners on the passenger train. 

At no time since the trains were stalled 
hes the thermometer registered a higher 
temperature than 28 degrees below zero. 
Yesterday and Tuesday the mercury hovered 
between 40 and 50 below, with a fifty mile 
gale raging that blew the fine snow into 
tighter drifts and made the work of attempt- 
ed rescue an almost superhuman task. 

In order to make any headway at all 
against the gigantic drifts that are piled up 
all along the Great Northern tracks it is 
necessary for the rotaries to be coupled back 
to back, with two powerful engines in be- 
tween. This snow bucking machine then 
proceeds into the drifte as far as possible, 
backing out with the aid of the rear rotary 
in order to gain à fresh start ror the charge 
on the piled up snow.

The limited is composed of two standard 
Pullman sleepers, one tourist sleeper, and 
two day coaches, as well as the usual com- 
plement of baggage and express cars. The 
train plies regularly between St. Paul and 
the coast, taking passengers from Chicago 
at the former eity. 

Supt. Smith of the Havre division of the 
road is at sex. Mont. with a crew ready 
to take a rotary into the drifts as soon as the 
storm abates. The rotaries which are buck- 
ing the drift at present left from Cutbank 
on the east and Whitefish, Mont., on the 
west, but Mr. Smith says he has little hope 
that either will reach the trains unless the 
wind goes down.

CONFESSES TO HER FATHER. 


Two Other Young Women Followers 
of the ‘‘Revealer’’ Disappear. 


Attorney John F. Rosen went to Lafaygtte, 
Inc, yesterday and found Hasel Danner, the 
missing witness against Evelyn Arthur See, 
“ revealer of the absolute life,” and will bring 
her back to testify againet the leader of the 
cult next Tuesday. Miss Danner is the 17 
year old daughter of George E. Danner. She 
disappeared last Sunday after confessing to 
her father her relations with See. 

Mrs. Stephen H. Bridges is heM equally re- 
sponsible with See in holding the Danner gir} 
in the “temple "’ at 2541 Racine avenue, and 
is named as codefendant with See in a $50,006 
damage action Danner brought on Wednes- 
day. 

Attorney Rosen and Danmer believe an 
agent of See induced Hazel to go into sechi- 
sion for the purpose of weakening the prose- 
cution. According to Attorney Rosen she 
refused to discuss thie feature of the case, 
but promised to appear in court and testify to 
the facts she revealed to her father. 


Mysterious Girl Aids Lawyer, 

The lawyer was assisted in his search by a 
Chicago young woman whose name ig not 
disclosed. She registered at a Lafayette 
hotel under the name of Miss C. Jones. It 
is said she furnished clews to other young 
girle who had been receiving their training 
under Sea, and it is likely that two or three 
of these will corroborate her testimony.

BERLIN, Jan. 12.—The result of the trial 
of the Moabit riot case, which has been 
occupying the attention of the public for 
many weeks, is a decided rebuff to the gov- 
ernment, and the radicals and Socialists are 
jubliant. 

From the outset the state prosecutors who 
have been conducting the trial made it one 
of their chief aims to prove that the dis- 
turbances in the northern part of Berlin 
last summer were instigated directly by the 
Socialist party. At the same time they sought 
to refute the charges of brutality widely 
made against the police. 

The court’s verdict now explicitly asserts 
that the police were guilty of many inex- 
cusable excesses and practically exorierates 
the Socialists by declining to mention them 
as factors in the rioting.

UNION WELL ORGANIZED. 


Report Shows That Workmen 
Here Are More Powerful 
than Elsewhere. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—{S8pecial.}— 
That a majority of the deaths and injurtes in 
Immo coal mines could be prevented by & 
more rigid enforcement of safety precautions 
is indicated by the report of the United States 
geological survey on conditions in that state, 


which was made public today, The greater | 


number of casualties in Illinois mines in the 
last twenty-five years have resulted from 
falling roofe and coal, which proper pre- 
cautions would have prevented, while excep- 
tionally few deaths were caused by gas and 
dust explosions, from which it is difficult to 
protect underground workere. 


Cherry Disaster Worst in Nation. 

The Cherry disaster, ii Which 400 miners 
lost their lives, gave Tlinois the blackest 
record for ecaeuaities in the entire country 
during the year 1908, In 1010 the production 

dal in the state fell off several milion 
on account of the prolonged strike. 

The coal miners of Illinois are prebably 
better ofganized than those of any other bi- 
tumifous coal mining state,“ says the re- 
port. “One result of this has been the és 
tablishment throughout the coal mining re- 
gions of the eight hour day But the bi- 
yearly shutdown naturally bee resulted in 
lon@ periods of idleness and loss of income 
both to operators and employés. 

“In the fiscal) year ended June 80, 1908, the 
total number of accidents in the coal mines 
of INineie was 1,107, of which 218 were fata! 
and 804 non-fatal. The largest number of 
fatalities In any previous year was 1006, 
when 100 uves wers lost. 

Millions of Tone Produced, . 
The production of coal in the fiscal 
year of 1908 was 49,163,710 short tons, and 


tue number of men employed was 72.788. 


The death rate per thousand was according 
ly 208, and there were 230,800 tons of coal 
mined for each life lost. The Cherry disas- 
ter cost nearly twiee as many lives as were 
lost in the seal year 1909, and more than 
doubled the fatal aéeidents of =. 

„During the twenty-five years ended June 
30, 1909, the fatalities have totaled 2,408 and 
the hén-fatal accidents 11,568. The prolific 
causes of accidents, falls of roof and coal, 
were responsible for more than half of each, 
1,810 deaths and 6,488 injuries being attrib- 
uted to such accidents. 

“That the mines of Imo have deen 
exceptionally free from gas and dust e- 
plosions is shown by the fact that In the 
twenty-five years the total deaths from this 
cause have been 158, with 101 injured. Pow - 
der explosions and windy shots kihed 208 and 
injured 541, and 782 deaths and 4,800 injuries 
were dus to miscellaneous causes."

Must Pass Law First, 

Trustee Wallace Clark answered his objec- 
tions by saying that no test of the gate of 
granting the sanitary district the power te 
dulld a harbor could be had until the enaniing 
legisiation was passed. He further pointed 
out that there was an agreement between the 
trustees and the subcommittee of the ey 
counci] that action uld be taken at the 
earliest meet, in view of the fact that « 
resolution indoreing the city’s enabling bill 
was introduced in the ceuhell Monday night, 
so that the twe bills might go to the legi#la- 
ture together. : 

The salient features of the bill are that the 
sanitary district de given Quthority te en- 
large ite powers anch build a harten that 
during one year it must obtain a permit from 
the city te build the harbor. After one year 
no permit will be necessary. At any time it 
must turn the harber and all improvements 
over to the city on demand, for the éost to 
them, giving the city credit for any pronts 
which may have accrued from operating the 
narbor facilities, 


Hazard Has Many Objections, 

Trustee Hazard did not think the s@aitery 
district should go on record as favoring the 
building of an outer harbor. He thought 
there should be a réferendum vote by the 
voters of the district. He thought thé éity 
should pay all the losses in cane it talked over 
the harbor later, but that most of the profits 
should go to the sanitary district, as a good 
“ business proposition.” Lastly, he deemed 
that the money would be better spent in de- 
veloping the docks along the sanitary canal.

SANTA FE PLEADS HARD Lock 


Claims Its Compensation Has Al- 
ways Been Inadequate. 


PLACES NO RATE LIMIT. 


Management May Ask for More Than 
Is Wanted at Present, 


A bard luck plea is made by the Santa Fé 
rallway in its brief in the western freight rate 
case, filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission by its general solicitor, Gardiner 
Lathrop, and general attorneys, T. J. Nor- 
ton and Robert Dunlap. 

The road takes the position that it has 
never earned half the money to which it has 
been entitled, and through 176 pages of 
Statistics and legal citations ite argument is 
@ poverty petition. 

Although the road states thet ita proposed 
advances now under investigation amount to 
but $90,000 a year it is made plain that this 
is not regarded by the management as the 
limit to which it is entitled, and which it may 
ultimately ask for if the proposed increases 
are allowed. 


Question Is Regarded National. 

In this case the issues joined are betwe@h 
the American public and the government of 
the United States,“ the brief states. Tue 
questions rise above any private interests 
of the carriers. They deal with the commer- 
cial and industrial condition of the nation. 
The case is so much larger than any of the 
parties to the record, or all of them together, 
that it cannot be fitly tried or justly deter- 
mined except upon a broad, comprehensive 
basis. It is the commercial and industrial 
west that calls for this advance and lifts the 
case out of the class of controversies between 
carrier and shipper. 

We believe that the power to bring good 
fortune or misfortune is now absolutely in 
the possession of the commission, and that 
we here present to it the most momentous 
question with which it has had thus ‘ar to 
deal. ‘The country more than the carriers 
will feel the consequences of its act. 


* Returns Are Called Inadequate. 

„ The case of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa

Referring
